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Bestor Robinson, newly elected vice presi- 
dent of the Sierra Club and advisor for 
the UeS. Army on mountain and ski warfare, 
in his speech at the Rock Climber's Annual 
Dinner-Dance challenged the RCS to perfect 
and standardize mountaineering techniques 
for military use. Predicting that by this 
fall the Army will be clamoring for infor- 
mation now current only, among expert 
.mountain climbers, Robinson urged the ‘RCS 
to prepare in advance for such a demand, 
experimenting if necessary in an-attempt 
to determine the minimum essential equip- 
ment for mountain, troops. The speaker 
addressed particularly the forty men 
present at the dinner, among whom were 
some of the best mountain climbers on the 
Pacific Coast. | 
Lr. Robinson described the efforts of 
the Army to train troops in mountain man- 
euvers and compared the efforts in this | 
direction to the training already given -to 
ski troops. He told of the large mountain 
training center which the Army is to open 
during the next few months and explained 
some of the problems characteristic of 
Ligshting in rugged territory. . The basic 
unit of the mountaineering division will 
be the squad of four men, the speaker 
stated, emphasizing the increased individ- 
ual responsibility of these soldiers. Such 
units. may be dropped by parachutes from 
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transport planes into barren country where 


they mey be self sustaining and completely 
independent of other similar units. 

_ The speaker indicated that the Army is 
developing special equipment for thése 
croops such 
extra light artillery pieces. Transpor- 
tation of this material over mountain © 
terrain will be one of the major problems 
of the mountain fighter. ' Determination 
of the minimum amount of equipment re- 
quired by the mountain soldier and of the 
‘most efficient methods of moving guns and 
amiunition up the steep slopes were pro-
